1 . Restriction to one of the following Inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-17, drawn to brake, classified in class 188. 

II. Claims 18-19, drawn to a method of attaching a brake operating apparatus 
to a vehicle, classified in class 29. 

2. The inventions are separate and distinct, each from the other having different 
classifications and different fields of search for the groups. Restriction for examination 
purposes is considered is proper. 

3. In addition: 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 
Species A: Figures 1-17; 
Species B: Figures 18-35; 
Species C: Figures 36-43.
